SANITATION IN HOMES. 

EIRTAIN cities are very badly 
overbullt and in consequence of 

that a bad housing situation is 
created. Some one has estimated 

that there are 30,000 vacant habitations 
in Chicago. Many cities that have not 
considered themselves overbuilt will find 
a surplus of homes on their hands as 
the result of the creation of an army of 
two millions and of an enlarged navy. 
The owners of unoccupied residence 
property naturally try to make some 
use of it, The resultant shift in type of 
population and shift in use creates san- 
ftary  ponditions that make against 
health. Whenever a residence property 
built on one basis of use is changed to 
a other sanitary standards suffer. Old 
single family residences made over into 
use by several. families 
housekeeping always means inadequate 
toilet facilities, inadequate plumbing in 
kitchens, laundries and bathrooms, dark 


bedrooms, and other conditions that 


make against health. Large flats cut 


Ahrown together for a boarding 0 
mean the same thing. 

Residences or apartments built over so 
as to provide for business on the first 
floor with the extensions to the street 
line and often with extensions to the 
alley line almost inevitably mean sun- 
less rooms and airless space. 

The requests for permits to make over 
unprofitable buildings is the bane of 
tine existence of every health officer who 
knows how insiduously bad houses ele- 
vate sickness rates. 

Another almost national problem is 
the house famine situation in certain 
cities. In Flint, Akron, Detroit, and 
Bridgeport house famines are said to 
prevail. The unnaturally rapid develop- 
ment of-certain industries in these cities 
has caused such influxes of population 
that healthy housing is impossible. Men 
have had to camp out in tents and in 
all sorts of makeshift structures. It 
cannot be expected that the health au- 
thorities of these cities shall keep the 
sickness rates down. 

A development of the same class is the 
car bunk house. The Chicago health 
department reports finding 200 car bunk 
houses in that city where, let us not for- 
get, there are said io be 30,000 vacant 
habitations. A car bunk house is a 
freight*car set on a side track. In its 
walls a few small windows are cut. The 
bunks are arranged in tiers along the 
walls of the freight car. Heat is fur- 
nished by a small stove. The Chicago 
health department found one car bunk 
house with a sleeping porch attach- 
ment. The men had built a small two 
decked sleeping porch on one side of the 
car.

week at Edinburgh to represent the 
Scottish peerage in the house of lords 
for the remainder of the term of the 
present parliament serves to call atten- 
tion to the fact that the upper chamber 
of the imperial legislature at Westmin- 
ster is not composed exclusively of peers 
who have inherited their seat there from 
more or less worthy ancestors, or who 
have received it themselves through the 
‘favor ot the crown, but also a number 
of peers who are indebted for their place 
there to election. 
Thus the peerage of Ireland, which 
comprises about 170 members, is repre- 
sented by twenty-eight of its number 
in the house of lords. About eighty more 
of the Irish peers also sit ini the house 
of lords through the possession of addi- 
tional peerages, but of the United King- 
dom, as, for instance, Ireland’s premier 
peer, the Duke of Leinster, who sits in 
the house of lords among the viscounts- 
as British Viscgunt Leinster. “

The election takes place at Holyrood 
palace at Edinburgh, the meeting being 
presided over by the lord clerk register 
as the principal judicial dignitary of 
Scotland. The peers present vote for 
their nominees, while proxies are ac- 
cepted for those who are absent, and 
then the clerk register makes his return 
ee e 


At these 8 at Holyrood the 
great roll of the peers of Scotland is 
read out, each peer present answering 
to his name and recording his vote. The 
great roll of the peers of Scotland bears 
the date-of 1707, since which time no 
new Scotch peerage has deen created, 
the addition which have been made 
thereto consisting exclusively of peer- 
ages created previous to that date, but 
which had fallen into temporary abey- 
ance through the nonappearswnce of 
claimants, but which were subsequently 
revived by the crown in favor of heirs 
who had proved their genealogical rights 
to the ancestral honors.

He did not make use of his title, fol- 
lowing in this respect the. example of 
his grandfather and immediate prede- 
cessor. His brother and successor like-- 
wise refrained from styling himself Lord 
Fairfax. 

But when his eldest son in turn, the 
present peer, was sent to England by 
the New York banking house of Bon- 
bright & Co., with which he was con- 
nected, in order to take charge of a 
branch of the firm there, he found it of 
advantage to establish his rights to the 
family peerage, and to become a natural- 
ized British citizen, in order to enjoy 
the rights and advantages pertaining to 
his Scottish dignity.
